Washington, July 29.—Because they 
intervened in behalf of the noncom­ 
batants, the consular representatives 
of various governments at Ceiba have 
incurred the displeasure of President 
Davila of Honduras and he has can­ 
celled their exequaturs. 
The activity 
of the consuls occurred just preced­ 
ing 
the 
revolutionary 
attack

Ceiba about ten days ago, when the i 
revolutionists were repulsed by the 
government 
troops. 
Information 
of

cancelling

exequaturs 
reached 
Hie state departm ent from 
American Consul Drew Linard at Cei­ 
ba. 
He has been asked by the de­ 
partm ent to send by cable a full state 
ment of the facts leading up to the 
action taken by President Davila. F u ­ 
ture action of the departm ent may 
depend upon his reply. 
It is a well settled principle of in- 1 
te inational 
practice 
that a govern- ! 
ment may refuse to issue an exequa- 1 
tur to any person appointed to a cor 
j 
sular position and also to cancel an 
exequatur after it is granted, for good 
reasons. 
This privilege has been ex­ 
ercised by the government on more 
than one occasion. 
Word reached the state department 
last week that considerable dissatis­ 
faction existed at Ceiba with the for­ 
eign consuls there, but later reports 
indicated that the tirade against them 
by the local newspapers had ceased.

tended conferences between Mr. Taft, 
Frank Ii. Hitchcock, chairman ot the 
national 
committee, 
and 
Arthur 
I. 
Vorys, whom Mr. Taft desires desig- 
nated as his “chief of staff.” 
As the 
result Ohio will participate in all the 
benefits which may follow from the 
series of sectional conferences which 
Mr. Hitchcock has inaugurated; the 
Buckeye state will receive its quota 
of speaker^ under the control of the 
national committee and be treated as 
other states in the distribution of lit­ 
erature and supplies under the direc­ 
tion of Mr. Hitchcock. 
“This 
understanding was brought 
about,” said Judge Taft, "at the spe­ 
cific request of Mr. Vorys, who ear­ 
nestly took the m a tte r up with me at 
Hot Springs some days ago. 
The a r ­ 
rangement will in no way interfere : 
with tho status of Mr. Vorys as my ' 
personal representative In Ohio po 
Htioal affairs. 
He will be with me 
Imre throughout 
the campaign 
and 
will have charge of my personal a r ­ 
rangem ents in that regard.” 
When Mr. Hitchcock was selected 
to h e a d , the national committee that 
organization by resolution stipulated 
that Ohio should be left to the m an­

Plan to Prevent Cavo-int and Make 
Remaining A nthracite Available. 
In some of the anthracite coal mines 
of northeastern 
Pennsylvania 
ashes 
are being used as pillars to prevent 
cave-lna. 
Flushed into the spaces for 
merly 
occupied 
by 
coal, 
the 
ashes 
form a solid mass when the water 
drains off. capable of holding up the 
earth and rock above. 
Thus they en­ 
able the miners to “rob pillars’’—to 
take out coal which they had been 
forced to leave as supports. 
This device Is Illustrative of the con­ 
trast between highly developed min­ 
ing practices of today and the waste­ 
ful methods that once prevailed. Then 
the object was to get as much coal 
out of the ground as possible, and lit­ 
tle thought was given to the future. 
Now, though, experts have begun to 
predict the dnte when there will be no 
more anthracite, and the mining com­ 
pany of today la as careful of con­ 
servation as of Immediate production. 
A mine just outside of Scranton, 
Pa., Is near to a big boiler plant, 
which consumes 300 tons of coal dally. 
Naturally a large supply of ashes Is 
created In the fire boxes beneath the 
boilers. 
It Is estimated that about 
fifty tons of ashes a day are sent 
down Into the mine. 
Water pumped from a nearby mine 
Is used 
for the flushing. 
Running 
through a wooden trough, It reaches a 
tunnel that passes beneath the ash 
pits. 
This tunnel slopes at a grade of 
three-eighths of an Inch to the foot. 
At Intervals the ashe«? are shaken Into 
It from above. 
The flow of the water carries the 
ashes to a bore hole leading straight 
down through the ground to the mine 
At the bottom are pipes leading to the 
worked oiri places which are to be 
filled. 
Through the pipes goes the 
torrent of ashes and water, and the 
ashes are piled Into the abandoned 
“breast.” or gangway, while the wa­ 
ter seeps and drains away. 
Grad­ 
ually the pile of ashes grows until It 
reaches from floor to roof. 
Then It 
becomes hard and Arm. 
Near by have 
been left pillars containing hundreds 
of tons of coal. 
When the new ash 
pillars are large enough to be safe 
supports the coal can be taken out. 
It Is a coetly process. 
The piping is 
worn out very rapidly by the sulphur, 
which Is alw ays present In mine wa­ 
ter, and therefore has to be replaced 
frequently. 
The economy Is one the 
benefits of which are more for the fu­ 
ture than for the present 
Owing to 
the rapid exhaustion of the richer and 
more easily mined veins It is neces­ 
sary to use all means, no matter how 
expensive, to make the remaining coal 
available.

IN CINCINNATI 


Result In an Important Under­ 
standing Being Reached. 


OHIO WILL OBTAIN BENEFITS 


Buckeye State to Receive Its Quota 


of Speakers Under Control of the 


the Republican National Committee. 


Taft, Hitchcock and Vorys Confer. 


W ashington, July 29.— Because they 
intervened in behalf of the noncom­ 
batants, the consular representatives 
of various governm ents at Ceiba have 
incurred the displeasure of President 
Davila of Honduras and he has can­ 
celled their exequaturs. 
The activity 
of the consuls occurred just preced­ 
ing 
the 
revolutionary 
attack 
upon 
Ceiba about ten days ago, when the 
revolutionists were repulsed by the 
government 
troops. 
Information 
of 
the 
cancelling 
of 
the 
exequaturs 
reached the state department from 
American Consul Drew Linard at Cei­ 
ba. 
He has been asked by the de­ 
partment to send by cable a full state­ 
ment of the facts leading up to the 
action taken by President Davila. Fu­ 
ture action of the department may 
depend upon his reply. 
It is a well settled principle of in­ 
ternational 
practice that a govern­ 
ment may refuse to issue an exequa­ 
tur to any person appointed to a con­ 
sular position and also to cancel an 
exequatur after it is granted, for good 
reasons. 
This privilege has been ex­ 
ercised by the government on more 
than one occasion. 
Word reached the state department 
last week that considerable dissatis­ 
faction existed at Ceiba with the for­ 
eign consuls there, but later reports 
indicated that the tirade against them 
by the local newspapers had ceased. 
Following 
a 
conference 
between 
Acting Secretary of State Bacon and 
Acting Secretary Newberry, It was an­ 
nounced that the gunboat M arietta, 
now at Puerto Cortez, Honduras, will 
remain there until further orders. 


Cincinnal!, July 29.—Important 
In 
the extrem e to the Republican situa­ 
tion in Ohio in the opinion of Judge 
Taft and other leaders is the under­ 
standing reached as the result of ex­ 
tended conferences between Mr. Taft, 
Frank H. Hitchcock, chairman of the 
national 
com mittee, 
and 
Arthur 
I. 
Vorys', whom Mr. Taft desires desig­ 
nated as his “chief of staff.” 
As the 
result Ohio will participate In all the 
benefits which may follow from the 
series of sectional conferences which 
Mr. Hitchcock has inaugurated; the 
Buckeye state will receive its quota 
of speakers under the control of the 
national comm ittee and be treated as 
other states in the distribution of lit­ 
erature and supplies under the direc­ 
tion of Mr. Hitchcock. 
“This understanding was brought 
abont,” said Judge Taft, “at the spe­ 
cific request of Mr. Vorys, who ear­ 
nestly took the matter up with me at 
Hot Springs some days ago. 
The ar­ 
rangement will In no way interfere 
with the status of Mr. Vorys as my 
personal representative in Ohio po­ 
litical affairs. 
He will be with me 
here throughout the campaign 
and 
will have charge of my personal ar­ 
rangem ents in that regard.” 
W hen Mr. Hitchcock was selected 
to head. the national com m ittee that 
organization by resolution stipulated 
that Ohio should be left to the man­ 
agem ent of Mr. Vorys. 
Since that 
time it has appeared that the literal 
carrying out of this resolve would de­ 
prive the state of all ald from the na­ 
tional campaign organization. 
This was not the Intention, accord­ 
ing to the Ohio managers, and the un­ 
derstanding arrived at, it is stated, 
will cperate to extend this aid and at 
the sam e tim e keep the “state lead­ 
er” status of Mr. Vorys on the rec­ 
ords. 
Under the new arrangement Chair­ 
man W illiam s of the state central 
com m ittee will be called to the gath­ 
erings of national com m itteem en and 
state chairmen, in the group of states 
of which Ohio will form a part, w hen­ 
ever such conferences are called by 
Mr. Hitchcock.

Plan to Pr*v*nt Cav*-int and Mak* 
Remaining Anthracit* Available. 
In some of the anthracite coal mines 
of northeastern Pennsylvania ashes 
are being used as pillars to prevent 
cave-lns. 
Flushed into the spaces for­ 
merly occupied by coal, the ashes 
form a solid mass when the water 
drains off, capable of holding up the 
earth and rock above. Thus they en­ 
able the miners to “rob pillars”—to 
take out coal which they had been 
forced to leave as supports. 
This device is Illustrative of the con­ 
trast between highly developed min­ 
ing practices of today and the waste­ 
ful methods that once prevailed. Then 
the object was to get as much coal 
out of the ground as possible, and lit­ 
tle thought was given to the future. 
Now, though, experts have begun to 
predict the date when there will be no 
more anthracite, and the mining com­ 
pany of today is as careful of con­ 
servation as of Immediate production. 
A mine just outside of Scranton, 
Pa., Is near to a big boiler plant, 
which consumes 800 tons of coal daily. 
Naturally a large supply of ashes is 
created In the fire boxes beneath the 
boilers. 
It Is estimated that about 
fifty tons of ashes a day are sent 
down Into the mine. 
Water pumped from a nearby mine 
Is used for the flushing. 
Running 
through a wooden trough, It reaches a 
tunnel that passes beneath the ash 
pits. This tunnel slopes at a grade of 
three-eighths of an Inch to the foot. 
At Intervals the asbest are shaken into 
It from above. 
The flow of the water carries the 
ashes to a bore hole leading straight 
down through the ground to the mine. 
At the bottom are pipes leading to the 
worked o u t places which are to be 
filled. 
Through the pipes goes the 
torrent of ashes and water, and the 
ashes are piled Into the abandoned 
“breast,” or gangway, while the wa­ 
ter seeps and drains away. 
Grad­ 
ually the pile of ashes grows until It 
reaches from floor to roof. 
Then It 
becomes hard and firm. Near by have 
been left pillars containing hundreds 
of tons of coal. 
When the new ash 
pillars are large enough to be safe 
supports the coal can be taken out 
It Is a costly process. The piping is 
worn out very rapidly by the sulphur, 
which la always present In mine wa­ 
ter, and therefore has to be replaced 
frequently. 
The economy Is one the 
benefits of which are more for the fu­ 
ture than for the present 
Owing to 
the rapid exhaustion of the richer and 
more easily mined veins It is neces­ 
sary to use all means, no matter how 
expensive, to make the remaining coal 
available. ....

Who BUILT THE 
BUILDING? 


Many Different Accounts of the 
Origin of Building Occupied 
by Mr. Reymond 


MUCH INTEREST IS AROUSED 


Parties Who Have Lived Here 
Thirty Years say Building is 
Older Than That 
The inquiry in the Brainerd Dispatch 
of a few nights ago regarding the 
origin of the building occupied by A. 
P. Reymond, and being moved out by 
J. M. Hayes to make room for the new 
Parker block, has brought out several 
stories as to the matter. One lady who 
has lived here for many years, but who 
does not wish her name mentioned in 
the matter, states that the building 
was moved in there by Mr. Parker. 
Another lady phoned the office that 
the building was built by Mr. Jules 
Cheney in 1879 or 1880 for use for him­ 
self. C. D. Johnson, when his atten­ 
tion was called to this statement said 
thai this could not be, as he distinctly 
remembered Mr. Cheney moving 
a 
small stock of drugs which he brought 
with him from Sauk Rapids, into that 
building and that it was his belief that 
the building was built some yearsjpre- 
vious to the arrival of Mr. Cheney and 
that it was built for a millinery store. 
He was unable, however, to recall the 
name of the parties who occupied it. 
The records in the office of the regis­ 
ter of deeds show that the ground on 
which the building stood was sold in 
March 1881 by the Lake Superior and 
Puget Sound Land Co., to W. W. Hart­ 
ley. The following month he sold it to 
J. D. Cheney and later the same year 
he sold it to a Mrs. L. H. Barton, who 
in 1883 sold it to Richard Parker. Judge 
Holland today stated that he believed 
Mr. Cheney built the building, but the 
date he could not remember.

FOR RIDING ON SIDEWALK 


W. A. Curtis Arrested by Chief of 


Police and Fined for Riding 


Bicycle on Walk 
W. A. Curtis was in municipal court 
this forenoon having been arrested on 
South Broadway this morning while 
riding a bicycle on the sidewalk. Cur­ 
tis admitted the act but delared that

A Bedouin’s Idea of a Locomotive. 
It is interesting to know that the 
railroad between Jaffa and Jerusalem 
was made possible by locomotives 
*rom Philadelphia. 
They were orig­ 
inally made, writes Professor H. W. 
Dunning in “Today In Palestine,” for 
a road In Central America which un­ 
fortunately could not pay for them 
when they were ready for delivery. 
They happened to be just right for the 
Jaffa-Jerusalem line and were at once 
purchased and shipped. 
I happened to be in Jerusalem, he 
writes, the day the first locomotive ar­ 
rived there, Aug. 20, 1892.

will figure on that: namely, 120,000 
K. W. at 2} cents or $3,000 per year 
making $17,400. Now if 600,000 K. W. 
cost $17,400 it certainly seems to me 
that we would be paying at the rate of 
2.90 per K. W. instead of 2J. Now as 
to Mr. Gordon s remarks regarding Mr. 
Morgan’s report I think it is well to 
consider the relation of the persons to 
the city’s interests. 
Mr. Morgan is 
the city consulting engineer, and has 
no motive whatever in making a report 
other than that he is simply hired to do j 
certain work and gets his pay for the 
same. Mr. Gordon is asking a contract 
from the city which if he gets it will 
make him thousands of dollars. Under 
these conditions which of the two men 
would be most likely to make a correct 
report. 
Again Mr. Gordon made a proposi­ 
tion to the city less than a year ago to 
deliver current to the city for 2 cents 
per K. W. or a lump sum of $12,000 
per year for 600 OOO K. W. Now if he 
will not do the same now why does not the 
city build its own line? There would 
be a difference of $5,400 in favor of j brooke, of Staples, 
the city and as I understand it the line 
could be built for $20,000 which would 
be making for the city about $5,000 per 
year on an investment of $20,00 or about 
25 per cent on the investment. 
Again 
would it not be foolish to bind the city 
for any long term of years, for who 
knows what might turn up in the way 
of power long before that time, for as 
everyone knows we have a fine water 
power on the Crow Wing, and if money 
could be secured to build the dam, the Hy- I 
dro Electric Co. stands ready to carry o u t: 
their former proposition of furnishing | 
current for 2 cents for lighting and I j 
cent per K. W. for power. Then again j 
if the city owned its own line to i 
Little Falls and 
could get power! 
at Crow Wing all it would have to j 
do would be to cut the line at the mouth I 
of the Crow Wing river and run across ' 
the country a matter of two miles to i 
the main line. As I understand it the . 
Little Falls Power Co. has the neces-1 
sary machinery for furnishing

use. Now if this is so why can not the I 
city build its line and buy what cur­ 
rent it wants at the switch board in 
Little Falls for as long a time as it 
might want it. Again Mr. Gordon says 
we cannot make current as cheap as he 
will furnish it. I noticed the cities of 
Austin and Moorhead are making their 
current for 2& cents using steam power, 
and as I have shown, Mr. Gordon’s 
proposition wouldcost the city 2.90. 
I fail to see why we could not own 
and oporate our own plant as well 
as other cities. In conclusion I would 
like to ask Mr. Gordon where he gets 
the $28,600 per annum profit for the 
eity which he shows in his report *

the defense In the alleged conspiracy 
plot to manufacture divorce evidence 
against him. 
He was questioned at 
length as to his acquaintance with 
Miss Bessie Devoe, whose name has 
figured In the case, but the moat dam­ 
aging admission the lawyers could 
draw from him was the fact that he 
had met Miss Devoe and knew who 
she was. 
A special session was held to take 
the testimony of Mr. Gould. As it 
was the day set aside for him by the 
court to visit his children, he said 
that it would be inconvenient for him 
to be present at the afternoon session, 
so Magistrate Corrigan, before whom 
the case is being heard, announced 
that he would keep the court open at 
night and directed Mr. Gould to be 
present at 8 o’clock. 
So great was 
the crowd of spectators and witnesses 
that it was necessary to move the 
hearing from the Tombs police court 
to the court of special sessions. 
Mrs. Teal, wife of one of the most 
prominent producing stage managers 
in the country, who is the principal 
figure in the case, was in court with 
her husband. 
Harry S. Mousley, the 
private detective who was arrested 
with Mrs. Teal, was also on hand. 
There was lack of interest in the 
afternoon proceedings, as everyone 
seemed to be ■waiting for the appear­ 
ance of Mr. Gould. 
It was some time 
after the hearing had opened that Mrs. 
Ben Teal reached the courtroom. Mrs. 
Teal was accompanied by her maid. 
Striking Change in Mrs. Teal. 
There has been a striking change in 
Mrs. Teal since her arrest and she 
had the appearance of a woman on the 
verge of a nervous breakdown. Her 
husband asked anxiously how she felt. 
“Oh, Just dreadful,” she answered, 
sinking onto a bench at his side. 
Magistrate 
Corrigan 
having 
de­ 
clared that he would not permit the 
lawyers for the defense to bring any 
phase of the Gould divorce proceed­ 
ings into the hearing, there was sur­ 
prise when District Attorney Jerome 
announced that he intended to submit 
a copy of Mrs. Gould’s complaint in 
the divorce action to the court in or­ 
der to show that the divorce was ac­ 
tually pending at the time of Mrs. 
Teal’s arrest. 
The complaint simply alleged that 
this conduct on the part of Mr. Gould 
occurred while he was visiting a Ca­ 
nadian port In July, 1906. 
Miss Mabel 
MacCauslan, the milliner’s apprentice 
whose story led to the arrest of Mrs. 
Teal, Miss Fleming and Detective 
Mousley, took the stand and repeated 
the story of the alleged conspiracy. 
Miss MacCauslan stoutly maintained 
that it was 
Mrs. Teal who first 
brought the subject up of the Gould 
divorce case and suggested that she 
make affidavit that she had seen Mr. 
Gould with Bessie Devoe in the apart­ 
ments Miss Devoe rented from Mrs. 
Teal. 
On cross-examination the witness 
admitted that she was known in the 
apartm ent in which she lived by the 
name of Conklin to everybody except 
the Janitor; that she had applied to 
Mrs. Teal for a position under the 
name of Miss W inter and that she 
had applied for another position on 
the stage under the name of Mabel 
Diamond, which she said was her mid­ 
dle name. 
Edward F. Rayens, the district at­ 
torney’s detective, told of the arrest 
of 
Mrs. 
Teal, 
Miss 
Fleming and 
Mousley and said he found on Mous­ 
ley a photograph of Mr. Gould and the 
affidavits signed by Miss MacCauslan. 
After Rayens’ testimony the prosecu­ 
tion rested its case, and Frank J. 
Gould then testified. 
Decision in the 
case will be handed down Friday.

To those who leave their offices each 
noon to snatch a hasty lunch the Unit­ 
ed States government has a word of 
advice to offer. -It is this: Whenever 
a restaurateur offers you a cracked 
mug and a chipped, seamy plate on 
which food Is served, flee It as you 
would the pestilence. In the recesses 
of those cracks lurk thousands of bac­ 
teria, and they draw no distinction 
between the millionaire employer and 
his ten dollar a week stenographer. 
The bureau of chemistry, st the 
head of which is Dr. Harvey W. Wi­ 
ley, has recently concluded experi­ 
ments on cracked china utensils taken 
from the lunch rooms of Washington. 
The cohdltlons they And to exist in the 
restaurants at Waablngton are dupli­ 
cated in every big city. In New York 
and Chicago, where trade at quick 
lunch establishments Is much greater, 
a far larger population of germs is 
believed to have taken up Its abode in 
the cracks and crevices of the table' 
service. 
The examination of the chinaware 
by the government came about as a ! 
result of a crusade being 
waged j 
against unhealthful kitchens and serv­ 
ing rooms in the District of Columbia, 
says a Washington special dispatch to 
the New York Times. 
With the ap­ 
proval of Secretary Wilson and Dr. 
Wiley the government chemists were 
turned loose on the trail. 
They dis­ 
covered millions of germs In the 
cracks. 
Dr. George W. Stiles, bacteriological 
chemist of the department, had charge 
of the tests.

HUSBAND AND WIFE PERISH 


Drown in Lake Silga, Near Annandale, 
Minn. 
Annandale, Minn., July 29.—Mystery 
■nrroivpds the death by drowning of 
G. R. F^isbeck and his wife in Lake 
Silga, two miles west of here. The 
small rowboat in which they had gone 
out on the lake was found floating on 
the water and in it was the men’s hat. 
Mrs. Ralsbeck’s body was found near 
the shore, but Raisbeck’s was farther 
out in the lake. 
There is no explanation of the 
tragedy, but current talk of foul play 
seems baselsss 
The coroner, after 
investigation, said that undoubtedly 
Mr. and Mrs. Raisbeck were the vic­ 
tim s of accidental drowning. 
Mr. Raisbeck. whose home was in 
New York city and who was wealthy, 
had spent his summers here with his 
wife for a number of years.

test it was found that these organisms 
ranged In number from 486 to 14,580,-1 
OOO to every square inch. 
Nearly all of the bacteria belonged i 
to the family of bacillus coli, which 
Dr. Stiles says “unquestionably be­ 
longs to the group of undesirable bac-1 
teria, 
particularly 
when associated 
with foods la any manner.” 
The bacillus coli is blamed as the 
cause of many inflammatory diseases, I 
'principal among which is appendicitis. 
Many of the other bacilli found in the 
cracked, chinaware are due to unclean 
conditions. These may not be notice­ 
able, and the kitchens of the lunch 
rooms mSy be clean and spotless, but 
the impossibility of cleansing the uten­ 
sils thoroughly when they are cracked 
leaves the bacilli to increase and mul­ 
tiply. 
The presence of the breeders of dis­ 
ease is just as much a menace to tb« 
girl who has left her typewriter to 
snatch a substantial meal of cocoa 
and chocolate eclairs as it is to the 
man with the drooping mustache who 
regales himself each noon on “coffee 
and sinkers.” 
The bacilli are no re­ 
specters of persons. 
Dr. Stiles in dis­ 
cussing the result of his tests says: 
“This is a question which 
must 
necessarily appeal to every responsible 
individual who seriously considers the 
m atter-of eating clean and wholesome 
food. 
When we consider the great 
number and variety of organisms stud­ 
ied in relation to these cracked mugs 
the question of household sanitation 
becomes more imperative than ever, 
and a study of the sanitary conditions 
in private and public life would in 
many instances furnish startling re­ 
sults. 
“Many of our hotels, public restau­ 
rants and cafes are particular to see 
that splendid serving rooms are pro­ 
vided and elaborately furnished, which 
from exterior appearances seem to be 
M1 ’ 
bat could be desired for the wel- 
f 
m d comfort of their guests, but 
let one go behind the scenes in many 
places and note the changed condi­ 
tions. 
The picture may be entirely 
different from that expected. 
“The sanitary aspect of refrigerators 
and iceboxes during hot weather may 
develop conditions beyond human tol­ 
eration. Why people do not take bet­ 
ter care of these places of storage is 
difficult to say. 
However, it is a re­ 
grettable fact that many such places 
often contain highly objectionable ma­ 
terial, and if not intended for im­ 
mediate use it often cpntaminates and 
ruins the entire contents of the Ice­ 
box. 
J 
“In concluding, it seems highly de­ 
sirable to eliminate the use of cracked 
dishes for the reception of food ma­ 
terials and to make an appeal for a 
more careful observance of the known 
hygienic measures to protect our food 
from unnecessary and undesirable con­ 
tamination.” 
Dr. Wiley is chagrined that the tests 
were not made sooner. 
If they had 
been, he believes something could ha-e 
been done *o drive the lurking foe of 
health from the lunch rooms of the 
cities.
